Wheat Shipments from she Sound. 

Tacoma, Nov. 17.— Balfour, Guthrie .t 
Co. 's branch odice in this city reports that 
the shipments of wheat from Puget Sound 
points so far this season amount in round 
numbers to 50,000 tons, being an i icrease 
of nearly Kit) per cent, over last year's 
shipments at a corresponding period. The 
wheat shipments from this port this season 
aggregate 1,008,287 centals, or 100,828,700 
pounds. So far tli s season 44,489 barrels 
of Hour have been shipped from i'acoma. 

.lake Harris Lynched, 

Nkiiiaut, Mont., Nov. 17.— Jake Harris, 
the Croat Falls gambler, who shot and 
probably fatally wounded Marshal Treat, 
and Joaeph Lessard, of that city, on the 
depot platform at Neihart, waa taken from 
jail yesterday by a crowd of indignant citi- 
zens and bunged. The shooting was un- 
questionable, and when the burgeons an- 
nounced that both men were nearly 
dead, n crowd of determined men 
gathered quietly and quickly. At 
5 o'clock the crowd went to the jail and 
seized Harris, and the rope was adjusted 
to his neck. There was no time wasted. 
The murderer was asked if he hud anything 
to say, and, answering in tho negative, tlio 
rope was thrown over the limb of a tree, 
and in a second tho body was dangling in 
mid-air. After the lynching the crowd 
quietly dispersed. Juke Harris was con- 
spicuous in many bloody fights, and it is no 
surprise to see him go by the lynch route, 
a' though his friends maintain ho was crazy.

Valvauaiho, Oct. 7. — Thirteen persons 
aro under the protection of the American 
legution.

vents the government assuming itg own 
rights in its own territory, and making it 
subservient to tho caprices of one man. 

No New Xavy nip Spain, 
London, Nov. 18.--The finances of Spain 
have so long been shaken that tho sudden 
move of the government in the direction of 
slashing economy has not aroused mujh 
stir in the London market, although every- 
body approves the boldness of the queen 
regent m stopping t ho addition to the 
navy, while every other maritime power 
laying taxation right and left or 
issuing loans to build ironclads. A dis- 
patch from Madrid aays that the new 
policy was determined upo n because 
tho queen regent resolved that it should be 
The ministers earnestly objected, the queen 
insisted, und Spain will have to he con- 
tented with the respectable, but not formid- 
able Beet which it now possesses. The 
queen, it is said, ia also urging another 
economy, and that ia the stoppage of. the 
pensions of ex-ministers after a certain 
period. Scores of former ministers of the 
cabinet are drawing these pensions in 
Spain, although a nne of them served only 
a few days and then resigned. Queen 
Christina wonts the pensions abolished. 
Quito a stir was created in Madrid by the 
circulation of an anonymous paper urging 
that the property of the church no connsoa- 
ted us the means of getting the state out of 
its financial difficulties. Notwithstanding 
plunder by the French in the curly part of 
the century the church in Spain is'still very 
rich und has an immense endowment of val- 
uable oatates. Of course Queen Christina 
who is a devout Catholic, would not enter- 
tain 8iich a proposition.

Montreal's Celebrated Detective Pay* 
Victoria a Visit- Ho is a 
Drummer Now ! 



Famous Cases With Which He Has 
Baen Connected-Can the Leopard 
Change His Spots ? 



"Joseph Kcllort, Montreal", ia one of the 
entries in the registry of the Driard. 

The gentleman bearing this name is ono 
of the best known Canadian detectives, 
witli a highly creditable reputation also 
among the fraternity in the United States. 
He announces that he is here at present in 
the capacity of a commercial traveller — A 
member of the Dominion Association — and 
representing the Montreal Water Proof 
Clothing Company, lie has been in the 
secret service for something like fourteen 
years, and was connected with many impor- 
tant local and international cases. He is as 
clever in Ins business us any of the profession 
in Canada, and those who know the genial 
but wily Joe will be hard to convince that 
he has changed his avocation. Among some 
of his noteworthy cases is that of (.'. A. 
Pitcher, the defaulting kink cashier 
of Providence, Rhode Island, who 
skipped out with some $750,000. 
Kellert being put on him, worked him up 
through various parts of Eastern Canada 
until he located him, and, refusing to 
accept §100.0011, brought his man to justice 
and landed him in the Dominion peniten- 
tiary. This was one of the first eases in 
which a United .States absconder was im- 
prisoned for seven years for bringing stolen 
money into this country, and, as sitting a 
sorb of precedent, the proceedings were 
eagerly watched, while engaged upon it 
were many of the leading practitioners at 
the bar. The ease of the somewhat notori- 
ous Red Jim MoDermott, whoso name is 
the reverao of odorous, as a Fenian spy, 
was one with which Kellert had to do. 
MoDermott had got deep into tho counsels 
of the leaders of tho movement, both in the 
Mother country and in the United Stutos, 
and then, us wa-t proved, mule his liveli- 
hood by revealing to the authorities all he 
knew, and very frequently a great deal 
more than that. Red Jim visited Mon- 
treal, Toronto, Quebec, Ottawa and other 
places, and endeavored to induce Ir sh 
sympathisers to blow up public buildings 
and monuments. He did his utmost to 
bring about an attempt on the Queen's 
statuo in Victoria Square, Montreal ; he 
contrived to have arrangements m ide to 
destroy some of the public buildings at 
Ottawa, and it was discovered to be he who 
had instigated his thoughtless tools to 
" dynamite" a portion of the new Legisla- 
tive Assembly at Quebec. After a long ami 
closo chase the detective unravelled thesi; 
Canadian plots, and MoDermott, who had 
by this time got back to Ireland, discovered 
that, as the result of all his treachery, ho 
had to give an account of his conduct to the 
authorities at Dublin Castle. Not a few 
Americ in defaulters were extradited through 
" Joo's " instrumentality, and he had also 
much to do with discovering all about the 
printing and issuance, some years ago, of a 
large amount of counterfeit t?2 Dominion 
notes. Kellert was at one timo general 
superintendent of the Mat. W. Pinkerton 
detective agency in Chicago, and it would 
be most surprising if, although he uovv fig- 
ures as a drummer, he is not. engaged in 
getting at the top, bottom, middle and 
sides of some important criminal or com- 
mercial case. 



BRAZIL'S AGITATION. 

Da Fomeca Uslnc the Strong Hand— Dissen- 
sions Rife Among the Insurgents. 

Rto JANEIRO, Nov. 17.— Da Fonseca has 
issued a deciee authorizing a special credit 
of 13,000,000 milreis, to be expended for 
war material. 

BUENOS AykeS, Nov. 17. — Three gener- 
als, sent by Fonseca to Rio Orandc to open 
negotiations with the insurgents, have 
gone up the river. Tho teport is confirmed 
that all the government troops in the state 
of Rio Grande do Sul remain neutral, with 
the exception of the garrison at Ynguer- 
roan. It is said tho insurgents have 13,000 
men under arms and hope to raise 35,000 
men. 

Montevideo, Nov. 17. — In Rio Grande, 
the committee of tho junta is adopting 
severe measures against all persons suspect- 
ed of spreading false reports. Some of these 
have been imprisoned and others shot. 
Dissensions are rife among the insurgents. 

London, Nov. 17.— Rio Janeiro tele- 
grams from government sources still assert 
that the Rio Grande agitation is confined to 
Porto Alegro. The army and navy will, it 
is expected, join the insurgents. A dispatch 
to the Tunes corroborates the statement 
that all telegrams from Rio Grande ato pro- 
hibited, and that postal service has also 
coased. In Rio do Janeiro it is declared a 
practical state of siege exists. The city is 
in the hands and at the mercy of the dicta- 
tor's soldiers. The most stringent measures 
have been adopted to prevent disorder or 
organized opposition to the present regime. 
If tho report proves to be founded on fact, 
it would seem clear that a very large ele- 
ment in the capital is opposed to the dicta- 
torship, and is only prevented by the strong 
baud of the military from asserting itself. 
As all the papers which refuse I to support 
tho dictator have been suppressed, the 
opposition has no mouthpiece. 

News received from the state of Rio 
Grande do Sal is of an important character. 
The despatches report the forces of the 
party of secession already in the field and 
marching to meet the army of the central 
government. The armies are not far separ- 
ated, and a decisive battle may be expected 
within a short period. Previous advices de- 
clared the army of tho seceders to be .'10,000 
in number. How numerous tho dictator's 
force is is not known. It ia asserted that 
the principal naval and military officers sta- 
tioned in the state of Para decided in favor 
of a declaration of independence from the 
Brazilian union by that state This move- 
incut ia considered so formidable at the capi- 
tal that it is believed the government of tho 
dictator will be unable to cope with it. 
With two of the most important states of 
the Union, 01,0 at tho extreme south, tho 
other on the Amazon, in secession, anil with 

threatening dissatisfaction in other states, 
and with even his capital in a state of siege, 
tho outlook for Fonseca is not particularly 
alluring. 

liritish merchants arc receiving many 
Brazilian order* for machinery, apparatus, 



etc., for developing Brazilian industries, but 
they decline nil of them at present, fearing 
a further fall in the rate of exchange, 
although Brazilians offer to deposit in the 
Bank of England an ample amount of paper 
currency as security. 

New Yohk, Nov. 17. — The news con- 
tained in the London dispatches finds some- 
thing of confirmation in a business dispatch 
received, yesterday, in New Yoi'k by 
William E. Peck, an export merchant. Tho 
last mail from Rio du Janeiro brought a 
large order for goods from one of his largest 
customers in Rio. In view of the alarming 
news since the steamer sailed, Mr. Peck 
thought it advisable to cable before Idling 
the order. The cable company refused 10 
accept a cipher dispatch, saying he could 
not guarantee its delivery. Ho was com- 
pelled to cable in English, and, yesterday, 
received an answer, also in English, faying 
simply: "Cancel all orders." This shows 
clearly that tho Brazilians are not allowing 
the use of cipher, and Mr. Peek declares 
that in view of the circumstances nothing 
could bo more significant than the terse 
reply of his customer. 

THE EVANGELISTS. 

Revs. Crossley and Hunf>r to li.-gin Work 011

Kiev. II. T. CROSSLEY. 

Mr. Crossley is a Canadian of English- 
Irish descent. He was converted at the age 
of seventeen and united with the Methodist 
church. Having received a first class cer- 
tilicate at the Normal School he was engaged 
in teaching for four years, during which 
time he exercised his gifts as a local 
preacher. (Jailed to enter the ministry, he 
began his work at Weston, and subsequently 
entered Victoria University, intending to 
graduate in arts, but was called away from 
the college to become the President's assist- 
ant at St. Catharines. From St. Catharines 
he went to Hamilton, where he spent three 
years in successful labors, not only doing 
the work on his own circuit, but assisting 
neighboring ministers in revival work. 
After spending a year in Brantford by per- 
mission of his conference, he gave up his 
pastoral work to devote all his time and en- 
ergies to the work of an evangelist. 

REV. .1. E. HUNTER. 

Rev. J. E. Hunter is of, Irish parentage, 
and was born near Bowmanville, July 20th, 
1830. He gave his heart to God at the early 
age of 15, and at II) was a candidate for the 
ministry, dividing the four years of his pro- 
bation between Victoria College and the 
active work. After his ordination he 
labored on the Waterdown and Ancuster 
circuits, whero extensive revivals followed 
hia unwearied labors.

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A HUNAWAY CAUGHT, 



After an Exciting and Eventful Chase 
Along Yates Street— A Serious 
Accusation. 



Keene or Keith the Name of the 
Prisoner, Who Will Appear in 
Police Court To-Day. 



6he of the most exciting chases witnessed 
in Victoria for years pust, started from a 
restuurant on Yutes street, yesterday morn- 
ing about 10.30. -An individual in a top 
cout, capped by a narrow brimmed felt hut, 
and also wearing an excited look and just a 
moustache-guarantee, was observed to rush 
down the thoroughfare named as fast ns his 
limbs would permit. It was down hill 
work, however, tnd tho record was high, 
but speed increased as tho cries of "stop 
him," were raised at Provincial Officer Mc- 
Neill's top note. Instead of trying to stop 
the man everybody seemed to make way for 
him, so us to give the fellow the best chance 
to escape. A large crowd tollowod the run- 
away who, at tho corner of Government, 
had not nuiuli ol an advantage. Tho barley 
policeman run well, and incn by inch, fuot 
by foot, yard by yard, gained on tho object 
of his attention. The crowd swelled as the 
chase became ( xeiting, and when the run- 
away reached the Oiiental hotel he effected 
ua entranco by t!ic front door, and bound- 
tag up tho main stairway suc- 
ceeded in reaching the ladies' 
bathroom before t lie panting constable 
reached the building. Entering the bath- 
room, the fellow dashed past a lady who 
hud just been there, and was returning for 
a diamond ring she had left on the dressing 
table. She became quite scared, suspect- 
ing that the excited intruder was a maniac. 
On entering tho bathroom Keene (that is 
the nome he gives) banged the door after 
him, and attempted to make bis escape by 
the back window. He pulled up the lower 
sash, stood on the window sill, and contem- 
plated a short leap of four feet to an op- 
posite window or a drop of forty times 
twelvo inches. One was death and the 
other dancer. While thus summing up the 
situation, .McNeill arrived, and forcing the 
door, made Mr. Keene a prisoner — a 
fatigued, perspiring, excited prisoner. 

People then began to enquire as to the 
cause of the trouble. Briefly told it was as 
follows: G. S. "Keene" or " Keith,-" is 
not registered at any of the popular hotels 
of the city. He has been in town for a few 
days past, but nobody appears to know 
him. Yesterday morning, about 10 o'clock, 
lie entered a popular restaurant on Yates 
street and, making his way upstairs, found 
a room assigned to a colored lady. Me 
opened it and found the roomer changing 
her toilet, after breakfast. He approached 
her in anything but gentlemanly terms, 
and the lady insisted that he was an un- 
welcome intruder. The fellow proceeded to 
divest himself of u cigarette, a top coat, an 
under ditto, and his vest, and, thus re- 
lieved, is charged with having assaulted 
the lady indecently. She raised an alarm, 
and among the numerous parties at break- 
fast in the dining-room happened to 
be Officer McNeil, of the provin- 
cial police, who ascended the stair- 
case at double bounds, and on the first 
landing beheld the dark lady in white. In 
a few words ami us many actions she com- 
'lmiuicated her story. Mac, wanting 10 Bad 
his man, opened every door on the landing 
and produced its mule occupant for identifi- 
cation. While the party were being ar- 
rayed, an innocent looking fellow came out 
of one of the bed rooms smoking a cigarette, 
and encased in a pretty loud-looking sur- 
tout. The ollicer " smelt a rat," and the 
scent wis intensified when the colored 
lady showed the index figure, and 
declared "Hat's de coon." The quiet- 
looking party was collared, and examination 
proved that he was devoid of an 
undercoat and vest, which garments were 
subsequently found in the lady's room — just 
the lit, as if they had been made for him 
und not purchased from a wholesale house. 
The city police were telephoned for, and, 
awaiting their arrival, the prisoner bolted. 
The rest of the story is already in print. 
A charge of attempted rape bus been pre- 
ferred against Keith, which will be investi- 
gated in the police court this morning. He 
is taid to be the proprietor of a large- 
restaurant in Portland. 



AMENITIES OF THE BENCH. 

To THE EDITOR : — I have read, not 
without surprise, your leading article this 
morning upon the " Amenities of the 
Hench." four sympathies seem to he 
altogether with tireer and against the 
judge.

(Ireer has sold several hundred lots of the 
laud on English Hay, to which he has not 
the shadow of a claim either in law or 
equity, on the following conditions: §10 
down, 820 on receipt of titlo deed. May 
not the sale of these lots account for the 
Bympathy for (ireer found in certain quar- 
ters ? To change the subject : I once read 
u story of an American frontier settler, who, 
having stolen a quantity of bacon, was 
tried, und obtained an acquittal at the 
bunds of the jury, every one of whom had 
BDten of the bacon.

hard man, a great many peop'e came to seo 
the meeting between two such celebrated 
men. I was then very much impressed 
with you as being ono of the worst men I 
hud ever met, and I have never had reason 
sinco to change my opinion. Shortly after 
that meeting you took up that land, to 
which the title was a forgery, and to winch 
you never had the shadow of a claim. Tho 
case has been taken before two committees 
of the Legislature, and both of them settleel 
that you had no claim to it whatever, 
Every judge wdio has enquired into the 
merits of tho e;iso has utterly discarded 
your chum as utterly against justice or 
common sense. Though on ono or two 
occasions you have succeeded in resist ing 
the sheriffs, or rather they failed to eject 
you from the land, your claim, founded lis it 
is upon perjury and disgrace, is utterly un- 
tenable. Even a commissioner appointed 
by the Dominion Government to look 
into your claim found that it was utterly 
unfounded. Tho lust time you came before 
the Court you hid the impudence to sell the 
laud, to which the title was a forgery, to 
innocent, unsuspecting people. It was aB 
complete a swindle us ever took place, and 
the auctioneer refused to sell any more of 
the land for fear of incriminating himself. 
It wus a rascally piece of work, and you 
and the auctioneer had a quarrel about tho 
proceeds of that tale. Your career haa 
been one of crime from the time that I first 
met you, and it will be necessary to put a 
stop to tucli a course. It would have been 
well for you if, at Chilliwhack, you had 
been locked up and prevented from pursu- 
ing such a cai eer of crime as you have led. 
The full punishment of the statute is three 
years' imprisonment. In consideration of 
the recommendation of the jury, I will 
knock ofiTnino months, but for the twenty- 
seven months you must be in the peniten- 
tiary and cease from troubling, and there I 
hope that your mind will turn to the con- 
sideration of better things. In your life 
and conduct hitherto, I have not seen a par- 
ticle of common sense. Remove the pri- 
soner. — Westminster Columbian. 



ENGLISH AND IRISH IMMIGRANTS 
IN BRAZIL. 

(Rio Janeiro News, June 23rd, lf8L| 
Of the English and Irish immigrants who 
have arrived here in February last, many 
have already come to grief. They were 
sent up to San 1'anlo, where the majority 
of them still remain ; but some have found 
their way back to this city, a considerable 
number have gone to Parana, and for a time 
a large number were living a life of vaga- 
bondage in the streets of Santos. There 
are a dozen or so still there, without means 
and without employment, and subscriptions 
are being solicited to send one poor woman 
back home. Of those who came back to 
Rio, one ease deserves particular mention. 
Not a month ago tw o married couples — one 
English and the other Irish — returned to 
this city, and appeared to have made a great 
part of the journey on foot. They arrived 
here in a state of extreme destitution 
and exhaustion, and found shelter only 
through the benevolence of a stranger. The 
two men obtained work, but. both soon took 
fever and died. The Englishwoman also 
died, more from destitution perhaps than 
fever, and left a half-starved little girl two 
or three years old to the churity of stran- 
gers. The other woman escaped tho fever, 
but is extremely poor and in a delicate con- 
dition, and will eventually be sent back 
home. This is perhaps no worso thun many 
other cases which huve happened, but it 
shows what the English emigrant may ex- 
pect in a country so different in every re- 
spect from what he has been accustomed to. 
All these people complain of the deceptions 
practiced to induce them to emigrate, while 
some of them complain of deliberate dwin- 
dles, which ought to bo exposed and pun- 
ished. One of these appears to he the sale 
of tickets to interior localities, which are 
found to be worthless on their arrival hero. 
There are no inducements whatever in 
llrazil for farm and unskilled laborers, and 
tho more thoroughly that fuel is advertised 
the better.

Bos3 Ruckley may not, after all, find 
Montroal a safe retreat. The Sun Francisco 
Grand Jury are after him with a sharp stick, 
and they will perhaps overtake him if he 
does not take care. The oDfenco for which 
he is indicted is bribing street supervisors 
in tho matter of granting a street railway 
company the franchise it sought. There 
•appears to bo some doubt as to whether this 
is, under the treaty, an extraditable of- 
fence. It is feared that the crime of bribing 
officials ia not on the list, and there is talk 
of getting the Governor of California to 
make an application to the Can- 
adian authorities for tho boss's sur- 
render, whether Lis offence is an 
extraditable ono or not. We hope that 
tho crime of which Boss Buckley is accused, 
and for which he is indicted, is an extradi- 
table one, for we arc inclined to believe that 
if it i3 not included in the treaty list, the 
champion corruptiouist of California will 
not get his deserts as soon as the friends of 
honest government in both countries would 
like. The Canadian Government is not 
likely to give up any one who has taken 
refuge in Canadian territory without a legal 
warrant for so doing. Giving up Boss Buck- 
ley might be quoted as a precedent when 
the surrender of some offender to whom the 
privilege of asylum ought to bo extended is 
demanded. 



the weight of federal taxation. So much is 
this the case that the tariff is now 
tho issue between tho two great parties, 
and if the people wore permitted to express 
their wishes freely they would soon throw 
oil' the yoke of tho McKinley tariff. But 
they are not free to vote as their judgment 
dictates. Tho protected interests of tho 
States possess and exercise over the elector- 
ate tremendous power. Kings, and syndi- 
cates and trusts, and plutocrats, united, 
form a combination, which it is almost im- 
possible for the moneyless classes to resist. 
That combination by bribery of many 
kinds ant] by intimidation in a thousand 
forms, influences tho elections. It is rich 
enough, if the exigency requires it, to buy 
up wholo States. And the electors who are 
supposed to be free and independent can be 
swayed by the corrupt and demoralizing in- 
fluence of this powerful and tyrannous com- 
bination. 

If the Canadians united commercially 
with the Americans, if they adopted their 
protective system, they would come under 
the yoke of this plutocracy which honest 
free traders, on the American side of the 
border, find to be so galling, and from which 
they aro struggling with might and main to 
free themselves. Yet Liberal freetraders, 
who are so glaringly inconsistent, and so 
false to the principles which they profess to 
hold, expect their fellow countrymen to re- 
spect them and tc aid them in placing on 
the shoulders of Canadians a burden which 
a very large proportion of the people of the 
United States And themselves unable to 
bear. There are thousands of American 
citizens who envy Canadians their freedom 
from the tyranny of the syndicates, yet our 
own countrymen aro trying to persuade us 
to place our necks under their yoke. 

No true Liberal, no man who is honestly 
a freetrader, can consistently advocate un- 
restricted free trade with the United States, 
for the reason that before such a relation 
can be established Canada must consent to 
place itself under a system of the most rigid 
protection, which, so far as can be seen, 
will become still more rigidly protectionist 
before the time for successful revolt arrives. 



SOMETHINQ IN A NAME. 



INCONSISTENT POLITICIANS. 

The advocates of unrestricted reciprocity 
in trade with the United States pride them- 
selves on their liberal views with respect to 
matters of trade. Many of them wish to 
be considered free-traders, and they con- 
demn the national policy of the Dominion 
because it is avowedly protectionist. Yet 
these Canadian free-traders would have 
their country adopt the tariff of the most 
exclusively protectionist nation in the whole 
world. 

No one now has tho hardihood to deny 
that unrestricted reciprocity between Can- 
ada and the United States means the adop- 
tion by Canada of the United States tariff. 
That tariff is greatly moro protectionist 
than the national policy tariff which the ad- 
vocates of unrestricted reciprocity, on this 
side of tho line, condemn because it is pro- 
tectionist. Tho American duties on many 
manufactured articles are so high as to be 
almost prohibitory. For instance, in Can- 
ada the duty on boots and shoes is 2j per 
cent. This is found to be (]uite suf 
ficient for the purpose of protec- 
tion. In tho States it is ;jj per 
cent. Ready-made clothing in Canada is 
protected by a duty of 10 cents per pound, 
and '25 per cent, ad valorem ; the United 
States duty is 50 cents on the pound, 
and 50 per cent, ad valorem. The duty on 
gloves in Canada ia .'iO per cent., in the 
United States it is 50 x>er cent., or 51.75 to 
.$.'1.50 per dozen. Cotton shirts in this 
country are protected by a duty of .'13 per 
cent.; across the lino tho duty on the same 
articles is 55 por cent. The duty on nails 
and spikes is by the Canadian tariff 1. J 
cents per pound ; in tho McKinley tariff 
they are set down at i cents a pound. Saws 
are protected here by a duty of 30 pi r 
cent.; there the duty is -10 per cent. Manu- 
facturers of glass in Canada are protected 
by a duty of from 20 to 30 por cent.; in tho 
States tho duty ia from 40 to (il) per cent, 
It is estimated that the average duty in 
Canada is 30 per cent. , while in the United 
States it is over 00 per cent. 

If, as Canadian Liberals contend, Cana- 
dian protection is bad, then United Stales 
protection is twice us bad, yet they aro pre- 
pared to exchange tho light protective tariff 
of Canada for the heavy protective tariff of 
the United SUtea. Tboy cannot say with 
truth that the advantages of interstate free 
trade are so great that tho Americans 
do not consider their high tariff burden- 
some. They do find it hard to bear. 
Poop.lo in the States oompluin bitterly of 



What are we to call tho two parties who 
are now contending for supremacy in Brazil ? 
Are we to consider Fonseca and those who 
are lighting on his side as " tho Govern- 
ment ;" and must we stigmatize those who 
resist his authority as " rebels ?" Or should 
we look upon the military dictator as an 
usurper, and speak of those who are in 
arms against hirx as patriots ? Wo frankly 
confess that we feel disposed to take the 
latter course. During the Chilian civil 
war the want of names by which the con- 
tending parties could be properly designa- 
ted was much needed. Great injustice was 
done to men who were fighting for freedom 
when they were stigmatized — as was gener- 
ally done at the beginning of tho struggle — 
as rebels. They were not rebels any more 
than Hampden and the host of heroic 
Englishmen who resisted the unlawful 
authority of King Charles I. were rebels. 
They were lighting for the constitutional 
rights of which Balmaceda sought to deprive 
them by force. They were on the bide of 
true liberty, and were entitled to the 
sympathy, and, at least, the moral support 
of all lovers of freedom everywhere. They, 
as patriots and as champions of the cause, 
not of the people of Chili alone, but of all 
peoples in all countries, had, in a tense, a 
right to demand that much. But they did not 
get it. Men who had obtained tho freedom 
which they declare is dearer to them than 
life itself, at the cost of the life's blood of 
thousands of patriotic self-sacrilicing heroes, 
looked on while the Chilian patriots were 
struggling aguinst an usurper for the same 
freedom, with cold-blooded indifference, 
some of them, indeed, feeling inclined to 
give their support to the cause of the 
tyrant. This treachery to tho euuse of 
freedom filled some of tho beholders with 
amazement. They could not account for 
the degeneracy which they found where it 
was least expected. 

Will the same mistake bo made by the 
observers of the struggle in Brazil V Will 
men who are proud to call themselves free, 
be ready to extend their moral support to 
the man who is endeavoring by brute force 
to destroy free institutions in Brazil— the 
man who has already treated the represen- 
tatives of the people with contempt, and 
assumed an authority which the constitu- 
tion he has sworn to uphold does not give 
him, and will they speak with reprehension 
and contempt of tho men who are risking 
their lives and sacrificing much that is dear 
to them to regain the liberty and tho 
constitutional privileges that have been 
wrested from them J Men of the Anglo- 
Saxon nice profess to hold in honor the men 
who fought and suffered for their liberties, 
will they treat with contempt the men who 
aro fighting and suffering in the same way 
for the same liberties? 

Little is us yet known of the struggle in 
Brazil. Tho world at largo is ignorant of 
tho circumstances that brought about the 
present crisis. Indeed, they do not seem to 
bo very well known to the Brazilians them- 
solves. But we do know that tho constitu- 
ti mal President has assumed tho supreme 
power, and that part of tho peoplo are 
lighting for the rights of which they have 
been deprived. Should not men who are 
frco themselves, and who prize their rights 
as free men highly, sympathize with thoso 
who have taken up anus for the restoration 
of Constitutional freedom, rather than with 
tho man who, setting ut naught all constitu- 
tional cheeks and restraints, and disregard- 
ing all his obligations as a servant of the 
peoplo and as a citizen of a frco country, has 
robbed the people of Brazil of their powers 
and privileges. To treat him as if ho were 
a constitutional ruler, and to set those who 
withstood his usurped authority down as 
rebels, is, In our opinion, treason against 
popular liberty. 



AN OLD QUESTION. 

It is amusing to observe how old ques- 
tions crop up every now and then, and how 
men, at different times and in different 
places, arrive at precisely tho same con- 
clusions with regard to them. The question 
of corporal punishment in schools has been 
warmly and earnestly discussed in every 
country in which schools are established. 
Tho conclusion which has been arrived at 
in most places is that corporal punishment 
should be resorted to seldom, but that the 
teacher must have it in reserve to boused 
when nil other means of maintaining dis- 
cipline and securing obedience have failed. 

The principals of tho schools of San Fran- 
cisco met, the other day, once more to talk 
about this much-discusseil subject. There 
was among them the usual diversity of 
opinion. Some advocated the total aboli- 
tion of corporal punishment in the schools, 
declaring that the teacher who resorted to 
it, confessed his inability to do his work 
in a legitimate way and by humane means. 
There wore others who thought that tho 
rod or the strap is a good medicine, but 
that it should be seldom administered, and 
in small doses. There were, too, the old- 
fashioned disciplinarians who maintained 
that Hogging is necessary, and that it is 
both more wholesome anil more humane 
than many of the punishments inflicted by 
those who boast that they can maintain 
order without the use of the rod. 

The abolitionists seemed to be nowhere 
in this meeting of pedagogues. The ques- 
tion was at last between those who held 
thut punishment should be administered on 
the bund alone with a strap, and thoso who 
contended that the teacher should be at 
liberty to lay on tho strup where it hurt 
the most. When the question came to a 
vote it was found that the party which gave 
the teacher the widest range of discretion 
had the majority.

lie n Son, Young Sen Tung. La* Till, Lew 
Wall. Wong Yuen also on bai . wait Irial for 
forgery on name of payee on cheque draft on 
London and San B*rancisco Bank. iiench war* 
rant will bo Issu d on tha' charge, t -morrow, 
ami extradition papers sent on immediately— 
1'. Crowley." 

The Chief stated that he expected the ex- 
tradition papers to day, and asked that per- 
mission be given tor the detention of the 
prisoner until their arrival. The request 
was granted, and the Chief expects to have 
a case Which will decide an important point. 
The prisoner is still open with his bribes, 
having renewed his oiler of §5,000, yester- 
duy morning, to be set free. From his 
papers it would appear that he has acquired 
considerable property in San Francisco of 
late, and that his ability to do so must have 
been accelerated by a sudden stroke of for- 
tune or bad luck. lie has several friends 
in town who are leaving no stone unturned 
to secure his release, before the arrival of 
the San Francisco officers.

COWARDS IN THE CHEW. 



The Men of tho Sarah Who Deserted 
Captfiiu and Ship Severely 
Censured. 



They Will Lose All Their Pay iu Con- 
sequence of Their Action— 
Another Investigation. 



Collector A. R. Milne, in his, official 
capacity as Shipping Master and Receiver 
of Wrecks, gave his decision, yesterday, in 
the ease of the nine members of the crew of 
the wrecked bark Sarah, who, with Second 
Mate McCurdy, were accused of cowardly 
desertion of the captain and his wife and 
baby, with others of the ship's company, ::; 
the hour of peril. 

In arriving at his opinion, the Collector 
was aided by thu practical knowledge of 
Captain J. U. Cox, and the masters of the 
Wunlock aud the Tituuiu, who were pre- 
sent, and assisted in the investigation, 
which has been a very thorough one. The 
decision, which is based upon the clan e of 
the Marino law, stating that sailors must 
exert themselves to the utmost to save the 
ship and its contents iu the tune of danger. 
All the evidence shows that, without wait- 
ing fur orders, the ten men in the long boat 
made for the shore, regardless of the com- 
mands of the captain to stand by the ship, 
or the entreaties of the captain's wife. 

The steward, who was one of the last 
witnesses examined, stated that when the 
boat was leaving the ship he sprang on the 
rail and shouted out " tlold on, boys ; the 
captain's wife and baby arc going in the 
boat." To this boiiic one replied, " To 
h — 1 with them; every man for himself." 
The order was simply to get the boats 
ready ; not to abandon ship. Nor was 
there any particular or immediate danger. 
The ship could not havo been pounding 
very much, as a lire was lighted in the cabin 
stove, anil a put of coffee was made. 

Collector Milne, in announcing his de- 
cision, said that he found the mutiny and 
cowardice clearly proved. The men had, 
apparently, thought only of themselves ; 
abandoning a helpless woman and 
her little child to their fate. 
To their cowardice, too, was undoubtedly 
due the loss of two precious lives, as there 
was uo reason why all should not have 
landed together in safety with the long 
boat. Accurding to the law, it was a sail- 
or's duty to stand by his captain and his 
ship, through thick and thin; to save not 
only life but property. These men of the 
Sarah had broken the law, and if they were 
allowed to go unpunished a most undesira- 
ble precedent would be created. The de- 
cision was, therefore, that the nine mem- 
bers of the crew charged with insubordina- 
tion had forfeited all wages and other claims 
against the ship. Second Mate McCurdy, 
by request of the captain and mate, was not 
included among the culprits, as it was their 
opinion that he was acting under orders, 
and would have stood by the ship and com- 
pelled the men to do so had he been able. 
His previous good conduct also spoke 
strongly in his favor. 

Capt. Cox in supplementing tho collector's 
remarks, told the men plainly that he con- 
sidered them unworthy of the name of 
British seamen. He felt sorry for them in 
a way ; it was of course an unpleasant 
position for them, to be caefcona foreign 
shore, with hardly coats on their backs, 
and no wages coming, but they had brought 
it on themselves by their traitrous, cowardly 
conduct. 

The men so severely censured, and who, 
unless the decision is upset by the Courts 
of Law, to which it can of course be appealed, 
are to loso all wages for the trip, are as 
below : —

The investigation and decision in regard 
to their conduct has nothing to do with the 
loss of their ship, which will bo made the 
subject of an examination by Captain H. (i.

New Under-Secretary for India— Sac- 
rifices for Relief of the Starving 
Russians. 



The Widow of Prince Rudolph and 
Her Princely Suitor— Collision 
oir Rigu. 



Nathaniel Curzon has been appointed suc- 
cessor to J. E. Gorst as Under Secretary 
for India. 

Emperor William lias decided to con- 
struct enormous dry docks at Keil, at a 
cost of 15,000,000 marks. 

World's Fair interest is increasing in 
Great Britain and the colonies. South Aus- 
tralian and Straits settlements have declined 
an invitation to participate. 

The Chinese Government made no ex- 
plicit reply to the. joint note presented by 
the powers. It only offered indemnity 
without giving guarantees for the future. 

Elections for members of the Swedish 
storthing have just been held. Figures now 
at hand show largo gains for ilie Radical 
Left, which advocated the appointment of a 
separate foreign ministry for Sweden un:l 
Norway. 

A bulletin issued from Marlborough house 
states that in l'rinco George no unfavorable 
symptoms have developed, and, unless he 
Buffers a relapse, bis progress towards recov- 
ery will be rapid. 

The report is current in the grain market 
nt Berlin that the Government of Russia 
lias issued its prohibition against exporting 
wheat from that country. The result is 
that prices are rising. 

The German budget for 1892 0.'{ shows an 
estimated deficit of 159,000,000 marks, 
which is mainly covered by the proposed 
loan of 156,000,000 marks, from the military 
naval and railway departments ami a sup- 
plementary loan for fortifying Heligoland. 

The soldiers of the Odessa garrison have 
voluutarily asked that the daily bread 
ration issu- d them be reduced one-third for 
the benefit of the starving people in the 
famine districts. The sacrifice for the bene- 
fit of the starving is general umong all 
classes and often takes novel forms. 

Considering the furious manner in winch 
Russian Hebrews have been persecuted by 
the Imperial government, it is exceedingly 
remarkable that the Grand Duke Alexis 
and his cousin, the Duke of Leuchtenberg, 
should have been recently guests of Baron 
Rothschild's son-in-law, .Michael Ephrussi, 
at his chateau livery near Melun. 

Emperor Francis Joseph has sent a hand- 
some silver wedding present to the Czar. 
It consists of a dinner service of 14 persons, 
and is of solid silver, BUporbiy wrought an i 
chased. There are neatly :il)U pieces. The 
German Emperor's gift is a silver sword 
hilt, which is beautifully chased and pro- 
fousely ornamented with torquoises, all 
picked stones. 

The French miners' troubles continue to 
spread and the men still remaining faithful 
to their employers are not in an enviable 
position. Patrols of strikers have caused 
rioting and oflicers have been injured. At 
Lievin, troops are on duty to preserve or- 
der. There are now only a thousand miners 
at work in Pas-de- Calais. The total num- 
ber of strikers is :i;i,-lU0. 

The police of Antwerp regularly watch 
trains Irom Germany for the purpose of 
arresting "souteneurs" who have been 
drivon from Berlin and other German cities 
by the recent edict oi the Emperor against 
this class of social pests. After repeated 
raids on dens in Berlin, the police have suc- 
ceeded in arresting the president of the 
Berlin society of "Souteneurs," who is 
wanted in Berlin for embezzlement, as well 
aa for crimes against morality. 

Dom I'edro has postponed bis intended 
visit to England until late in the spring, 
and will spend the winter on the Riviera. 
Dom Pedro is constantly engaged in the 
study of Hebrew, and has just printed at 
Avignon lor private circulation a little book 
entitled " Poesis Hebr.u Provencalis du 
Rituel Israelite Contadin." It contains the 
Hebrew text anil a French translation of 
some poems which ure supposed to have 
been composed by Mordecai Ventara, who 
died in the sixteenth century. 

Rumor is again connecting the name of 
the Princess Stephanie, widow of Prince 
Rudolph, with that of Prince Ferdinand of 
Bulgaria. Stephanie thinks that she ought 
to remain in mourning a while longer lor 
Iter late husband, who died less t han 2 years 
ago. She is known to be in love with Fer- 
dinand and to be in receipt of almost daily 
tokens of his regard. Emperor Francis 
Joseph, it is said, does not look on the affair 
with approval, both because he thinks 
Stephanie should be entirely devoted to her 
husband's memory <vnd because he has 
doubts about Ferdinand's position. 

The ETensbnrg steamers Norma and Hec- 
tor' recently collided in the hay of Riga, on 
the Russian coast, and the Norma was sunk. 
It was supposed that her crew were 
drowned, but an apprentice named Godber- 
son has arrived at Flensburg and reports 
that he and four teamen from the vessel 
managed to reach the shore. Here they 
were attacked by the Russian coast guard, 
who displayed a ferocious hatred lor all 
Germans, ind (law upon the unfortunate 
sailors with swords, soon putting an end to 
t hem. (lodberson alone escaped, anil after 
great sufferings reached Germany. An olii- 
cial inquiry has been ordered. 

The King and Queen of the Hellenes have 
been visiting the Duke and Duchess of Cum- 
berland at Umunden. During their stay at 
Vienna, their majesties have enjoyed pleas- 
ant intercourse with Emperor Francis Jo- 
Reph, The fact that King (leorge did not 
visit Berlin when he left Copenhagen has 
excited gossip at the German court. The 
tiuth is Emperor William's annoyance and 
anger at the conversion of the Duchess of 
Spirtq have by no means abated. 'The 
Emperors exasperation was increased by 
(he strong suspicion that Empress Frederick 
had all along been acquainted with the in- 
ttilltinn of the Duchess, and had expressed 
approval of her conversion. 

ISmperor Francis Joseph came to Vienna, 
on Tuesday, to be prevent at the meeting of 
the cabinet, called to discuss the interpel- 
lations in the Reiehsrath regarding Satur- 
jday's panic. The debute was stormy . Sev- 
er il members hinted that an international 
JosvshIi clique had been laboring to foment 
w ar with Russia. It is stated that the pro- 
prietor of the Tagoblatt and a Polish dele- 
gate, alleged to bo the author ol the Btory, 
will be prosecuted. The issue of the Tago- 
blatt was confiscated because of its attempt 
to, justify its statement of Saturday by as- 
totting that Polish papers published the 
faille matter. In the lower House of the 
Rniolmrath, questions were asked regarding 
the panto on the bourse, and uh to the 
lUrtfl the government proposed to follow 
in connection with the stories circulated re- 
garding the Emperor's alleged utterances 
on the political outlook in Europe, Count 
vbn Taafo, prime minister, replied that the 
matter had been placed ill the hands of the 
j.uhlic prosecutor, and that that ollicial was 



taking preliminary steps to prosecute the 
authors of the reports, which had had such 
a bad effect upon the bourse. 

The liquidator of the Panama Canal com- 
pany, in his report to the state tribunal, 
says that the agreements which have been 
reached in the negotiations with the United 
States of Colombia with regard to the 
canal by Lieutenant Wise, do not meet the 
hopes of the liquidator. It is known that 
the Colombian Government is watching for 
a favorable opportunity to obtain control of 
the canal at a small cost. The report 
dilates upon the enormous difficulties in an 
attempt to realize on and distribute the 
canal company's assets, It concludes by 
saying that the best means to overcome the 
difficulties is for the Senate and Chamber 
of Deputies to pass a law assimilating the 
difference in the procedure of liquidation 
and bankruptcy, so us to enable the liquida- 
tor to have power to sell the entire property 
as it stands, or to realiz.3 on the available 
assets and distribute the proceeds.

The British Commissioners Made a 
Great Blunder Which Was 
Never Rectified. 



To TitF. Editor :— In your issue 
of the 17th April, this year, an 
article appeared commenting on the 
statement of Ensign Edward Monies, of the 
American service, that the 49th parallel had 
not been strictly follo'ved when the engin- 
eers of Great Britain and the United Stutes 
were engaged in laying down the line of de- 
marcation between the respective countries. 

I have waited all this time to see if any 
action would bo taken in regard thereto, 
but as nothing seems to have come of it I 
will, with your kind permission, give you a 
plain statement of what I know concerning 
the affair in question. 

In September, 1860, I was gold mining on 
Rock Creek, when the American Engineers 
and the British Engineers, then locating the 
•1'Jth parallel and putting up the 
monuments, met near Boundary Creek, 
the British Engineers coining from the 
.West, I think, and the Americans from 
the east. Well, as isaid, the parties them- 
selves met, but their surveys did not by over 
300 yardul The British line was north. 
Each party kept on, and before they ceased 
operations the two lines had lapped fully 30 
miles ! At first it was presumed the Ameri- 
cans were in error, and some of Uncle Sam's 
subjects built stores close up to the north- 
ern, or British line, ut Boundary creek, and 
called the place " American Town." At 
present writing no trace exists of the place 
except the remains of some stone chimneys. 
These storekeepers bought their goods in 
Portland and The Dalles j they would pay 
no duty to our customs, and .Judge Cox- 
could not enforce the payment. That win- 
ter a commissioner wns appointed by each 
Government, and they met near Osoyoos 
Lake some time in April, 1861. I was at 
that time custom house officer on Osoyoos 
Lake, having received the appointment from 
Gov. Sir James Douglas, in that year. I 
rode over frequently of an afternoon to see 
the commissioners, as their work seemed to 
he principally done ut night. Each party 
had one astronomer. At the end of i-ix 
weeks or so, their work was completed, 
and the decision was that the Americans 
wore right to a foot. The British then 
commenced to pull down their stone monu- 
ments, but they could not put up the trees 
that were cut down for 100 feet in width 
along the survey line, and to this day any 
one may see the two avenues cut through 
the forest, each 100 feet wide, running 
parallel and over MOO yards apart Of 
course this can only be seen where the lines 
run through belts of timber. 

The whole thing was kept very quiet, 
and there are few living to-day who know 
any thing of the mistake, and during these 
:«) years I have never once seen it men- 
tioned in any newspaper, but, nevertheless, 
it is true ; and if any party doubts this 
statement I will agree to show him the 100 
foot cuts through the timber and nl-o the 
demolished stone monuments, arid failing to 
do so I will forfeit SuOO. 

As soon as the boundary line was settled 
the merchants of " American Town " found 
themselves in trouble, for the miners who 
had bought their goods would not pay their 
bills. The merchants applied to Judge Cox 
to aid them in collecting their money, but 
the judge refused to have anything 
to do with the matter, seeing 
that they had bought their goods in the 
United States and had paid no duty thereon. 
Although the miners were making from 
eight to fifty dollars per day to the hand, 
still they would not pay these American 
storckecp trs, and gave as a reason that the 
goods they had sold them were smuggled. 

It is supposed there were fully 8,000 men 
in the Rock Creek and Boundary Creek 
mines in 1800, but at the time the boundary 
line won settled in, 1881, I think there were 
not more than 1,000 men left on both crocks. 

Now, were these two mistakes made, or 
did the British Engineers firnt make the 
mistake at Point Roberts and carry it 
through for fully 200 miles t My belief is 
that there was only one mistake made, and 
it was made at the starting plaeo— viz., 
Point Roberts — and that the whole boun- 
dary line is wrong clear through from there 
to Osoyoos Lake. , 

The British Engineers claimed that their 
Instruments got out of order at some inter- 
vening spot betweeli Point Roberts and 
Boundary Creek, but 1 think it more likely 
they made the mistake ut Point Roberts, 
the starting place, in which case, no doubt, 
Ensign Edward Monies is correct, and the 
boundary line of Blaine is .'{(JO yards north 
of the 4Qth parallel. 

1 have often talked to the late Judge 
Haynes, of Osoyoos Lake, but he, like 
myself, could never ascertain where it was 
mude, or how far the commission went back 
on the boundary lino to rectify it. 

On a proper re-survey would the United 



States government give it hack to us, or 
would they claim that .'10 years of peaceable 
possession gave them a right to it? 

The American engineer who laid out the 
town of Blaine openly stated that the most 
of the town was in British territory, and it 
it an open secret amongst the. population of 
the thriving little community that tbey are 
living on British soil. I think this strip of 
land, .')(i0 yards wide and about 'i(ii) miles 
long, is well worth looking after, and I 
trust some of your numerous reader* who 
possess any information concerning the sub- 
j !Ct w ill come to the front with it and make 
it public, so that ultimately the proper 
authorities will he compelled to take cog- 
nizance of the matter.
